Wednesday morning broke dull, with skiffs 
of snow and a blustering wind from the north- 
east. Engineer Farquhar undertook to get me 
and the steadily decreasing mail north to the 
next residency, but we had a heart-breaking 
task facing our hand-car into that chill wind 
We leaned heavily on the “pump” handles, bus 
the best speed we could develop was about fiva 
miles an hour, and every slight incline cost us 
an effort to get up at all. 


Over the Tundra into Churchill 


T mile 480 we came to the centre ci the May 
blizzard, where a locomotive with a snow 
plow at each end had been marooned for hours, 
bucking snow-drifts fore and aft in vain strug- 
gle to get free. There was still two feet of 
now over the main track here, so we took to 


siding. 

Sun-kinks, that had twisted 80-pound steel 
as one bends willow wands, wound back and 
forth in front of us, made snail's crawi neces- 
sary, and threatened to ditch the car without 
notice, but with care we wound about and in 
and out and never did so much as a wheel slip. 

At mileage 482 we emerged from the Bar- 
rens, across which I had labored 35 miles now, 
and entered the familiar combination of frozen 
muskeg and dwarfed spruce again. 

On both sides of the track “station mer 
working on contract, were cutting through the 
tundra to drain the right of-way. Every man 
jack in high rubber boots, armed with mattock, 
or double-bitted axe or shovel, they were strip- 
ping thé four-inch layer which id thawed 
out on top. A few days later they would come 
back and take off another four-inch strip that 
had yielded to the sun. It was slow and exasper- 
ating work. Some of them drove red-hot bars 
through the tundra, and tore great holes into 
it with dynamite. Nearly all were recent im- 
migrants from Poland, Scandinavia or Be 
giuin. At night they slept in hovels made of 
pruce cut from the nearby thickets, covered 
with y ‘-paper, tenting, or anything 
else that would ser Digging ditches in that 
frozen swamp resembled purgatory to me, but 
the engineers told me that the men made ex 
cellent wages at it, especially if they knew their 


business.

Another warm welcome and a good meal at 
Sullivans residency, mile 484, and after lunch 
he and his “boys” put their hand-car on the 
track and once more we battled the north wind. 
We were getting on. It was slow, but at least 
it was motion. 

The most ominous threat in the sky was the 
submerged track ahead, the gravest point being 
around mile 497. Inquiry up the line by tele- 
phone brought various replies, and vari 
ous estimates of the depth of water over the 


track. One said four feet, another six, and 
still another cig I heard the fate of Jones’ 


party, which left Owl River just before 1 
They had run of’ the track at the deep hole, 
and had had to send an 38.0.8. to Churchill f 
hand-car and a canoe, Gotter creek was still 
on the rampage, too, and any minut mig 
bring word that the bridge had gon One 
consolation, we were rapidly nearing these 
critical points and would soon do battle with 
the enemy.
